To erect the town of New Cumberland, in the county of Cumberland;

corporation; and his attestation, with the seal of the corpo¬ 
ration, shall be good evidence of the thing or act so certified. 

Sect. 8. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid , 
That the treasurer shall give security in a sum not less than 
one, nor more than three thousand dollars, at the discretion 
of the burgess and council, for the faithful discharge of the 
duties of his office, and for the safe delivery into the hands 
of his successors of all moneys, books, and accounts apper- 
' taining thereto, upon demand being made by the burgesstor 
that purpose. 

Sect. 9 .Andbe it further enacted by the authority aforesaid , 
That the street commissioners, treasurer, constable and clerk, 
as well as all other officers, who may be appointed by virtue 
of the provisions ot this act, by the corporation or council, 
shall render their account* once in every year for settlement; 
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tod the said accounts being adjusted and settled according¬ 
ly, shall be forthwith published by the said council, showing 
particularly the amount of taxes laid and collected, and of 
the expenditures! and it shall be the duty of the high con¬ 
stable to give notice of the elections, by setting up advertise¬ 
ments, in three public places in said borough, ten days pre¬ 
viously thereto, and snail attend and see that the same is 
opened at the time, and in the same manner as is directed by 
this act. 

Sect. 10. And be it further enactedby theauthority aforesaid\ 
That in all meetings held under this law, or under the by¬ 
laws enacted in pursuance of the same, it shall be the duty 
of the burgess to preside, or in his absence, the members who 
may be then present of the town council, first named in the 
return of the election, and it shall be the duty of the officers 
of the election to name in the return, the persons who may 
be elected according .to the number of votes which each 
may have, placing first in return the name of the person who 
has the greatest number of votes, and soon, and if any of the 
persons elected shall have an equal number of votes, then the 
officers of the election shall decide, by lot, which of them 
shall be first named. 

Sect. 11 . And be it further enacted by theauthority aforesaid 9 
That in the absence from the borough, or inability of the 
burgess, it shall be the duty of the first named of the town 
council, who may be present to perform the duties which are 
enjoined on the burgess by this act, or which may be enjoined 
by the by laws, passed in pursuance ot the same. 

Sect. 12. And be it further enactedby the authority aforesaid , 
That the high constable shall have authority to preserve the 
peace, to serve all process of the burgess, and any justice of 
the peace of the said county, and be entitled to the same fees 
at other constables, by virtue of the laws ot this state, and 
shall at the next court of quarter sessions of Bradford county, 
after his election, deliver to the clerk of said court, a cer¬ 
tificate of his election, and shall give bond and security, for 
the faithful performance ot his duty, as other constables; that 
the overseers of the poor, assessor and assistants shall have 
the same powers, and bound to the discharge of the same du¬ 
ties, as other overseers and assessors are by the existing law^ 
of this state. 

Sect. IS. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid %

To authorise the Governor to incorporate a company to erect a bridge 
over the river Susquehanna, at York Haven. 

Sect. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
,Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same. That John Demuth, senior, and Thomas C. Hambly, 
of the borough of York, and Charles ML Poor and Isaac Kirk, 
of the county of York, and Martin Nissley, of Dauphin 
county, and Henry Haldeman and Jacob Gisch, of Lancas¬ 
ter county, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners 
to do and perform the several duties hereinafter mentioned, 
that is to say: they shall and may, on or before the first 
Monday in August next, procure two books, and enter there¬ 
in as follows: “We, whose names are hereunto subscribed, 
do promise to pay unto the president, managers and company 
authorised to erect a bridge over the Susquehanna, at York 
Haven, the sum of twenty-five dollars for each and every 
share of stock in the said company, set opposite to our re¬ 
spective names, in such manner and proportions and at such 
time and places as shall be determined by the said president

That the Governor be, and is hereby authorised to borrow, 
on the credit of the commonwealth, such sum or sums of 
money as may be required during the ensuing year, for the

AN ACT 

To incorporato the town of Minersville, in the count j of Schuylkill, into ft 
borough. 

Sect. 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth oj Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met , and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same , l hat the town of Minersville, in the county of Schuyl¬ 
kill, shall be and the same is hereby erected into a borough, 
to be called the borough of Minersville, which is comprised 
within the following boundaries, to wit: beginning at a spruce 
tree on the corner of land belonging to Bennett and Walton, 
adjoining lands t)f Wetherill, and others; from thence south 
sixty degrees, west one hundred and thirty one perches, to a 
white oak stump* thence north thirty degrees, west sixty-three 
perches; thence north fifty-one degrees, west one hundred 
and twenty-seven perches; thence north sixty-six degrees, 
east Onfe hundred and twenty-eight perches; thence north 
sixty degrees, east to a point in the division line, between 
lands beknging respectively to Bennett and Walton, and to 
John White; and thence by the said line, to the place of be¬ 
ginning. 

Sect. *2. Jhid be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid , 
That it shall and may be lawful, for all persons entitled to

To incorporate the trustees of the township and borough of Wilkesbarre, 
the trustees of the township of Plymouth, and the trustees of the town¬

AN ACT 

Authorising the laying out a state road in Berks and Schuylkill conn tie*. 

Sect. 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives oj the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of 
Commission- the same. That Jonathan Miller, of Berks county, and Joha 
ersappointed. Heim and Henry Stager, of Schuylkill county, are hereby 
appointed commissioners to lay out, by courses and distan- 
ces, a state road, beginning at a state road leading from 
Hamburg to Roehrersburg, where a public road from Bern- 
ville intersects the same, near Solomon Albright’s tavern, in 
Upper Bern township, Berks county, to Schuylkill" Haven, 
in Schuylkill county.

Sect. 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same , That George N. Baker, W. G. Alexander, John 
Snyder, B. Augustus Stevenson, M. E. Israel, Joseph A.
